PRIZE COURT GRANTS 
APPEAL TO NEUTRALS 


Bat President of the British 
Tribunal Says the ' Order-in- 
Council Is Entirely Legal. 


LONDON; June 21.—Sir Samuel Evans, 
President of the prize court, today 
granted the right of appeal to the own- 
ers of the copper forming part of the 
cargo of the Swedish steamer Zamora, 
which the prize court had empowered 
the War Department to requisition. 

In giving this decision Sir Samuel 
said the nations of the world need not 
fear that the British Government would 
issue Orders in Council in such violation 
of the acknowledged law of nations that 
British -prize..tribunals, holding such 
law in reverence, would feel called upon 
to disregard and refuse obedience to 
the provisions of the orders. 

The President of the court said that 
for historical and other reasons he was 
of the: opinion that nothing contained 
in the provisions of Order 29 of the 
prize. court rules was repugnant to in- 
ternational law.

DESCRIBES EFFECTS 
- OF POISON GASES 
Gen: -Stuart-Wortley, _ Former 


Friend. of the Kaiser, Tells 
of Victims’ Agony. 





In .a letter recently received in this 
city, Major General the Hon. Edward 
Stuart-Wortley, commanding a British 
army corps in. France, describes ‘the 
horrors of death from the asphyxiating 
gases used by-the German troops. The 
strong: expreasions. employed in the let- 
ter gain additional point from the fact 
that General Stuart-Wortley was for- 
merly.on terms of considerable intimacy 
with the.Kaisor, and when, a few Sum- 
mers ago, Emperor William was’ or- 
dered by his physicians to spend several 


weeks at the seashore in the South of all 


England, the General placed at his dis-, 
posal his country seat on the Hamp- 
shire coast. General Stuart-Wortley’s 
letter follows: 

‘You will, of course, have read of 
the fighting that has been going on 
around Ypres just lately, and, of the 
magnificent behavior of the Canadian 
division. * * * In their attack on the 
Ypres salient the Germans made use of 
asphyxiating gas. This gas is dissem- 
inated both in shells and bombs and 
also from cylinders, which are buried 
in the trenches with their nozzles pushed 
through the parapets. The taps of the 
cylinders are then turned on and the 
gas, which -is,.as far as, we . know, 
chlorine, is pumped out. ‘The gas, which 
is heavier than air, and which is blown 
by the wind across our’ lines, sinks 
into our trenches, and: kills or incapac-~ 
itates any men who happen to -be in 
them: The effect of the gas can. also 
be felt as far back as five or six miles 
and prdéduces headache and smarting of 
the’ eyes.

of this. gas results in a swift and pain- 
less death for those with whom it comes 
in’ contact, and; consequently; is less 
barbarous than subjecting men. to an in-

During these two days they are 
ins the most acute agony, and if by the 
slightest chance: they recover from the 
poison, they will in all probability be 
rendered useless for life, as the effect 
of the gas is to turn all the tissues of 
the lung into liquid~ The doctors and 
nurses are working day and night in the 
attempt to give — relief, ut there 
is nothing to be done. It is the most 
hopeless,. helpless, sickening sight imag- 
inable. Our chief medical officer, who 
has had a very large experience of the 
habits of Africans.and Asiatic natives, 
tells us that in all his life he has never 

to d with such’ an-example of 
scientific torture. 

“ At first I was inclined to disbelieve 
the accounts of the ill-treatment of our 
prisoners at the hands of*the enemy 
and to put them down to the inevitable 
exaggerations of warfare, but now that 
I have come face to face with German 
methods in the field, my opinions have 
undergone a gradual but permanent

6,651 ‘Wounded hada and 1,049 Missing 
Since the War Began. 


LONDON, June 11, (Correspondence 
of The Associated Press.)--The British 
Army casualty lists ended June 9, show 
that since the veginning of the war 3,372 
officers have been killed, 6,651 wounded, 
arid 1,049 put down &s missing, making 
a total of 11,072. From May 19 to June 
9, 708 officers were killed, 1,407 wound- 
ed, and 150 reported missing, or 2,260 
in all, 

These ‘figures bring out the fact that

LOSES GREAT LAND SUIT. 


Government. Defeated in Action to 
Cancel Railroad’s Grant. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—The Gov- 
ernghent today lost its suit in the 
Supreme Court to forfeit the unsojd_por- 
tion of the Oregon & California Rail- 





acres, valued at more than $30,000,000. 
The railroad company was enjoined, 
however, from future sales in viola- 
tion of the conditions of the grant, un- 
til Congress has reasonable time ‘to act. 

Justice McKenna, writing the opinion, 
said that the Government's position in 
claiming that the -conditions of the 
grant regarding sales were conditions 
for which a violation worked a forfeit- 
ure was untenable. The court held that 
the conditions were in the nature of 
**enforceable covenants.” He said Con- 
gress would have six months for action 
in the case. 

In its suit the Government charged 

that the railroad company had forfeit- 
ed its rights by having violated a pro- 
vision which required it to sell in not 
more than 160-acre tracts for not more 
than’ $2.50 an acre, and only to actual 
settlers. The Government, sought to 
prove that the company had sold in large 
tracts to timber companies at more than 
$2.50 an.acre, and had adopted a policy 
to sell:no more to-any purchaser for 
the time being. 
The: railroad company contended that 
the provision was not effective, because 
the lands were unfit for settlement, and 
furthermore, urged that the Government 
could not raise the question of forfeit- 
ure because of long acquiescence in’ the

Frank went to trial without asking a 
change of venue and submitted his case 
to a jury that was acceptable to him.

Two Justices 
of the Supreme Court of: Georgia, and 
two Justices of the United States Su- 
preme Court. and one member of the 
Georgia Prison Commission, -have ex- 
pressed in the strongest terms their 
doubts as to his guilt, although. the 
courts were restricted in their consider- 
ation of the case to questions of law. 
Thus, in every tribunal to which this 
case has been carried, the gravest 
doubt of Frank’s guilt has been ex- 
pressed. 

** That the-jury reached the conclusion 
that Frank was guilty is not surprising 
in view of the circumstances and condi- 
tions that surrounded the trial. They 
would have been superhuman if they 
had been able to resist the intense feel- 
ing that permeated the atmosphere of 
the court house during their delibera- 
tions. Probably no human court and no 
jury composed of mortal men could have 
reached a different verdict under the 
circumstances of this -case. 

Governor.Slaton has studied: the rec- 
ord and weighed the evidence fairly and 
intelligently, and after doing so has 
reached the definite conclusion that it is 
impossible for him or any other living 
man to say with certainty and beyond a 
reasonable doubt that Leo Frank was 
the murderer of Mary Phagan or that 
he was.in any way connected with that 
terrible crime...

Prisoner's Relatives Say Wife’s De- 
votion Has Been Increased by Ordeal 


Local relatives of Leo M. Frank said 
yesterday that there was absolutely no 
foundation for the report which had 
been circulated early in the case that 
Mrs. Frank was estranged from her hus- 
band. - 

“The basis for these reports,” it was 
stated, 
tempt made by Leo soon after his ar- 
rest to spare his wife the nervous shock 
that would have resulted from her visits 
to him at that time. The prison was 
surrounded ‘at all times by great num- 
bers of the’curious, and any visit: to her 
husband meant that Mrs. Frank had to 
run. the gauntlet of the idlers who hung 
about the door. She had never asso- 
clated with persons of that sort, and 
to spare her’ the sensations that she 
must have experienced, her husband, 
through his lawyer, asked her very soon 
after his arrest not to come and see him. 
This very act of thoughtfulness was 
seized on by the Atlanta police and used 
against him. 

“But before long Mrs. Frank decided 
that she must see her husband, despite 
the annoyance attendant upon it. Her 
devotion to him has been extremely 
touching all through the case—both in 
those first days when at his own request 
she stayed in their home and later when 
she began her daily visits. 

‘““For many months Mrs. Frank had 
went to the prison between 10 and 11 
o’clock every morning except Sunday, 
and stayed there till 6 or 7 o'clock at 
night. She took luncheon with her hus- 
band every day, and in the time allottea 
for his daily exercise they walked about 
together, their arms around each other. 

“All through she has had the firmest 
confidence in and affection for her hus- 


band, and it seemed that she could 
hardly have lived the sentence

forth into a destroying flame. 

““ Demagogues like Tom Watson, who 
is the very embodiment of hate, kept un- 
thinking men in a state of continual ex- 
citement.

Public Service Commission Renames| 
the Under-River Route the 

fe Queensboro Subway. 


Operation of the Steinway Tunnel, be- 
tween Manhattan and Queens, will 
for:the public at:noon today. The open- 
ing ceremony will take place an hour 
earlier at the Jackson Avenue Station, 
on the Queéeng side, from which the 
first train, carrying public officials, rep- 
resentatives. of the company, and citi- 
zens of Queens and Manhattan, will run 
through the tunnel to. the Manhattan 
end, near the Grand Central Terminal. 

At 11.0’clock those invited will gather 
on the platform of the Jackson Avenue 
Station, where brief addresses will be 
made by. Edward E, McCall, Chairman. 
of the Public Service Commission; Mau- 
rice B. Connolly, Borough President of 
Queens; George J. Ryan, Vice’ President, 
and. John J. Adikes, Chairman, of the 
Transit Committee of the Queens Cham- 
ber of Commerce, ‘and ‘Theodore P. 
Shonts, President of the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company, which will op- 
erate the tunnel ‘railroad. Mayor Mitchel 
and Géorge McAneny, President of the 
Board of Aldermen, will be in Albany at 
the Constitutional Convention. The city 
government therefore will be represented 
by Borough President Connolly. 

Immediately after the addresses, the 
party will start for Manhattan in two 
special trains of four cars each...There 
will be no ceremonies on the Manhattan 
side, and the party will leave the tun- 
nel by the escalator at the Manhattan 
terminal, which connects with the new 
station on the south side of Forty-sec- 
ond Street, between Lexington and Tihrd 
Avenues. The engineers uf the Public 
Service Commission have notified those 
"making the trip not’ to be alarmed if 
they hear any blasting, as work on the 
tunnel extension to the Grand Central 
Terminal is going on night and day. 

The commission stated yesterday that 
hereafter the tunnel is to be officially 
known. as the Queensboro Subway. It 
extends from Manhattan to Jackson and 
Van Alst Avenues, Long Island City. 
Eventually it will be connected with 
the new rapid transit lines in Queens 
by an extension, now being constructed, 
from the Queens terminal of the tunnel 
to the Queens Plaza of the Queensboro 
Bridge, and on the western end an ex- 
tension will be built under Forty-second 
Street to a junction of the existing Sub- 
way at Times Square. 

The existing tunnel was built by the 
Interborough. Rapid Transit Company 
interests and transferred to the city in 
the dual system contract for $3,000,000. 
By the same contract the city leased it 
for operation to the Interborough Com- 
pany for forty-nine years. The lease 
provides yor free transfers to.and from 
the existing Subway.

THE VISIT OF ANGELES. 

Obviously, nobody knows why Gen- 
eral FELIPE ANGELES, who has been 
the right-hand man of Vila since the 
break with CaRRANZA, has suddenly ap- 
peared in this country and> what his 
errand is. It is variously conjectured 
that he has quarteled with Vi~La and 
intends-to join with OpREGON in taking 
measures to restore peace, with the 
aid and advice of the United “States 
Government; that he has not quar- 
reled with Vitta, for whom he still 
has brotherly affection, but has with- 
drawn. from ‘the scene of hostilities so 
that ViLLa may more easily ‘pursue 
his plan to effect a reconciliation with 
OBREGON, who hates ANGELES; that 
VILLA has sent him to Washington to 
secure' the “active moral support” of 
the United States Government for their 
group of revolutionists, .ANGELEs is a 
good ‘soldier. He was an officer of 
artillery under Porrrmio Diaz, and 
strongly supported Mapmro after the 
first revolution. He remained in the 
capital after the usurpation .of- power 
by Huerta, and accepted from the 
Dictator a foreign appointment, which 
he resigned in order to return to Mex- 
ica and join the following of CaRRanza, 
who placed confidence in him. He 
discarded CaRRANZA, however, in’ fayor 
of VILLA, and if he has now quarreled 
with Vina, he has established a new 
record of varied loyalty, even for a 
Mexican. 

Whatever Agiiticance may be at- 
tached to the visit of AnGrrs, it is 
obvious that within a few days the 
Mexican situation has become more 
muddled than ever. _The Villa people 
are persistent in their endeavors to 
convince the American authorities that 
they are the only simon-pure pa- 
triots, while CARRANzA’s inveterate ob- 
stinacy has involved him in fresh 
complications which would tax the in- 
tellectual resources of a more compe- 
tent statesman than he has shown 
himself to be. .

The comniutation of'the death sen- 
tence of Lmo M. FRANK was thé act of 
a righteous and. fearless : man. Believ- 
ing as he did that: Frank had not been 
proved to be guilty,’ it ‘was Governor 
SLaTon’s duty to prevent the execution 
of the sentence, but it was duty that 
called for courage of a high order.

It was his privilege 
to review the evidence of thé case. 
That the Supreme Cofrt could not do. 
The courts in thé ‘many’ proceedings 
that have been had since the Verdict 
of the jury was rendered haye taken 
into account only the regularity of 
the procedure in the -strictly legal 
sense. They found no catise for or- 
dering a retrial. In law PRANK’s re- 
sources were exhausted. But. Gov- 


argument and appeal on both sides, 
applied hifnself to a diligent study 
of the facts and the evidence. He ex- 
amined them as a. lawyer. and as a 
Judge, and the concltisions he feached 
were those which have been formed 
in the minds of thousands of other 
persons who have attentively scruti- 
nized the record. FRANK was Con- 
victed upon the evidence of the ne- 
gro ConLEY. That evidence Governor 
SEATON subjeets toa perfectly destruc- 
tive-amaiysis. Instead of convicting 
FRANK, the négro’s story directs the 
finger of suspicion unerringly .toward 
himself.: Its inconsistencies ‘and con- 
tradictions are elearly pointed - out 
by the Governor, and he kes it 
plain that the truth of much that 
Conutay had to say. about FRANK is 
impossible. The view of the negro’s 
testimony which he sets forth in his 
statement accords with the practically 
unanimous opinion formed by those 
outside the Btate of Georgia who 
have studied the case: Under im- 
partial review’ the evidence not only 
does not prove beyond reasonable 
doubt the guilt of FRANK, it estab- 
lishes his inhOcence beyond any doubt 
that could be called reasonable: FRANK 
cannot be held guilty without clear- 
ing ConLEy, and Conuey, on his own 


. testimony, is not in a position to be 


exeulpated. 

Having reached these conclusions 
the question may be asked why Gov- 
ernor SLaToN did not pardon FRANK. 
It ig certainly not right or’ just that 
an innocent man should spend his 
life in prison. Manifestly there were 
practical ..reasons of great weight 
which inclined the Governor’s judg- 
ment toward commutation. In the 
first place, FRANK, ‘through his coun- 
sel, had asked for commutation, not 
for pardon. Furthermore, FRANK has 
a right to demand a vindication more 
complete and incontestable than any 
that Executive clemency can give him. 
It is entirely reasonable to expect 
'that in the due course of time he will 
get ‘that vindication, that he will go 
forth a freé man, and that he will be 
exonerated even in minds now preju- 
diced against him. Moreover, it would 
have been dangerous to set him frees 
at this time. The temper of the 
crowds in Atlanta makes that clear. 
His own safety is assured by the 
course the Governor has taken, and 
there is the further practical assur- 
ance that the opportunity. will’ come 
at no. distant date when he will, re- 
gain his freedom under a title ‘that 
cannot be called in question.

The santbiation of all this means the 
passage of Greater New York from a 
city without suburbs into @ city with 
the best suburban acgommodations in 
the world. A city without suburbs 
is like a house without bedchambefs, 
or nursery, or playgrounds, When the 
dual subway is done Greater New 
York will have them all. We are fast 
leaving behind us the times still with- 
in mémory when New York’s accom- 
modations for its citizens were the worst 
in the world. Nowhere was there stich 
congestion of population. New Yorkers 
abandoned their homes because they 
could not o them, and multiple 
dwellings were substituted. The tene- 
ments became “ apartments,” and they 
hold the public preference in the cen- 
tral borough: But it is only the best 
of them which are wholly, comfortable 
to live in, and not even the best of 
them are ideal for family life.

in them, and presumably the measures 
deemed . necessary were taken. That 
events proved them for once insufficient 
is obvious, and.in consequence the tepu- 
tation and profits of Atlantic City will 
suffer in some degree, but ‘it is only fair 
to remember that In proportion to the 
enormous number of bathers on that 
beach, all the. drownifigs there have con- 
stituted a fraction of the size called nég- 
ligible. by mathémiaticians in computa- 
tions for most purposes, 

That this unusual toll of life was taken 
on Sunday is due, of course, to thie fact 
that on that day great crowds of people 
wholly unfamiliar with the périls of surf 
bathing enter the water. Big waves; es- 
pecially when they are complicated by a 
heav¥ undertow, showld be treatéd by all 
with the respect which éxpérienced 
swimmers in them always pay. Not to 
realize their colossal, power is to take 
chances equally. great, and while surf 
bathing makes that done in still water 
seem tame, its pleasures and’ benéfits, 
when the seas are running at all high, 
are not safely to be enjoyed except by 
those possessing either skill of caution.

FIRE BURST. FROM SEA. 


Ships Report at Yokohama-Strange 
Volcanic Eruption. 


TOKIO, June 21.—Reports of a_ter- 
rifying volcanic eruption at sea two 
days ago have been brought to Yoko- 
hama by incoming steamships.. \The dis- 
turbance is regarded here as a direct 
Cause of an earthquake shock in cen- 
tral Japan yesterday, the heaviest ex- 
perienced in several years. 

The marine eruption took place at 8:30 
o'clock on the morning of Saturday, 


about 70 miles to th@ southeast of 
Fatsizio or WHachijo Island, which 1s 
130 miles directly south of ‘Yokohama. 
A pillar of fire and dense smoke ob- 
secured the sun and turned day into 
night. Huge rocks and quantities of 
lava rained down .into the sea, and the 
Waters are described as becoming ** red 
and boiling.” The steamships which 
observed the disturbances were struck 
by tidal waves, but they escaped injury. 
The earthquake which took place in 
Japan yesterday damaged a number of 
houses in Tokio, but there were no 
casualties.

PRODS SENATOR BENNETT. 


Controller Writes Critic to. Study 
Up on City Finance. 


Controller Prendergast wrote a letter 
to State Senator William M. Bennett 
yesterday, saying the Senator was in 
error by. about $204,000,000 in his esti- 
mate of the city’s debt. In a statement 
last week Senator Berinett called atten- 
tion to a report that the city was about 
to/ issue $60,000,000: in bonds, and sug- 
gested that before any new indebtedness 
was incurred an examination be made 
to determine the exact city debt limit. 

‘You are evidently under the impres- 
sion that the new bonds to which you 
referred would mean the incurring of 
new debt,”” wrote the Controller. The 
total amount‘of the new bond issue will 
be $71,000,000. This will redeem $64,728,— 
247.70 in corporate stock notes outstand- 
ing June 15, 1915, and provide for cor- 
porate Bed payments of $1,971,752.30 
made between June 15 and the date of 
the bond sale, June 29. None of this 
$66,700,000 will add one dollar to the 
city’s debt. 

‘““The bond sale will also provide for 
me liquidation ‘of $4,300,000 of uncollect- 
ible taxes of the levies prior to the 
year 1905. This last amount of $4,300,- 
000 will represent the only addition to 
the city’s debt through the pending bond

HIS BROTHER VEXES RAINS. 


Bronx Realty Man Says Pro-German 
Sing:r Took His Name. 


Because his name was~ used .by his 
brother in .obtaining a passport, which 
President Wilson recently countermand- 
ed, Leon Rains, a real estate dealer of 
1,118. Forest -.Avenue, ‘the ‘Bronx, has 
been put to much annoyance, and yes- 
terday he announced that Eleazer Rains, 
the brother, is alone in his pro-German 
actions and expressions. 

Eleazer Rains, according to the real 
estate dealer, was’ born in this country, 
and is a descendant of old Holland stock 
which has fought in the civil war, and 
which has been loyally American for 
many generations. He tecame an opera 
singer, and appeared at the Metropol- 
itan Opera House. He has a rich basso 
voice, which his brother says was culti-. 
vated in New York free of any expense 
to Eleazer. Two years ago he uiade a 
successful concert tour. 

Leon Rains yesterday declared that 
his brother, at the time he went on the 
operatic stage, assumed his name—Leon 
Rains—because of the biblical nature of 
his own—Bleazer. He made his home‘in 
Dresden between Gpera seasons, and re- 
cently obtained a ponspoxt as Leon 
Rains and returned Dresden,. From 
there it is said he sent pro-German cir- 
culars and articles attacking. this coun- 
try in. vigorous fashion, which led to 
the countermanding of the passport. 

Hleazer Rains is:now in the employ of 
the German Government as a professor 
of music, his brother says. Leon Rains 
says also that since “4 publication of 
the President’s action he has found that 
many acquaintances have ignored him.

W. H. RAND, PUBLISHER, DIES 


Former Head of Rand, McNally & 
Co, Was a Pioneer Printer. 
NEW CANAAN, Conn., June 21.— 
William H. Rand, for many years head 
of the printing ‘and publishing house of 
Rand, McNahy & Co., died here last 
night at the home of his daughter, Mrs. 


Henry W.,Chappell. He’ had been wl 
for ‘some. time. 





Mr. Rand was born in Quincy, Mass., 
on May 2, 1828, and was a son’ of the 
Rev. John Rand. After ne agg | the 
local schools he entered: the ating 
office of. his brothers Franklin and 
George, who later founded the firm of 
Rand, Avery & Co. in Boston. 

In 1849 he joined the gold rush to 
California and made the voyage around 
Cape Horn, a year later returning to 
his‘ trade, and with the late John “a. 
Lewis’ of Boston established the. [first 
newspaper in that State, The Los An-* 
geles Star, which was printed ‘in’ both 
Spanish and English. Shortly after Mr. 
Rand returned to Boston and estab- 
lishea a rae 2 business in that city, 
removing to Chicago in 1856. In Chi- 
cego he was gimp ae identified with 
the growth of the city, and printed The 
Chicago Tribune, of which je was part 
owner. 

After the civil war he sold out and 
with his foreman, Andrew McNally, 
founded the firm of Rand, McNally & 
Co. The firm prospered fora few years 
and then was burned out in the great 
Chicago fire in 1871. The following 
day, however, they started again in 
rented premises. Mr. Rand's health 
then became impaired, and he went 
abroad with his family for a rest and 
lived for five years in France, Ger- 
many, and Switzerland. In 1876 he re- 
turned and resumed active business’ 
until 1894, when he tires ae his boy- 
hood home, East Milton, M oe nw 
his Summers at Marthan “Vy 


Isiand, 

Mr. ‘Rand was instrumental in . Go- 
veloping many improvements ‘in the 
printing business, and in 1885, with 
Whitelaw Reid, Melville E, Stone, Stil- 
son Hutchins, W. H. Smith, and others, 
organized the syndicate that deveiopead 
the Mergenthaler linotype. Mr. Rand 
was. a generous supporter of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Sburch, .

MORGAN & CO. TO FLOAT IT 


New Issue Will Probably Run for 
a Year—Large Sums Have Already 
Been Obtained Here Quietly. 


A formal announcement is looked for 
today or tomorrow of the’ completion of 
the plan for financing French war pur- 
chases in ‘this’ country “which was de- 
scribed ih a Paris cable to THw Times 
on) June 7. A loan of large ‘dimensions 
is to be made by New York bankers, 
headed by J. P. Morgan & Co., td bank- 
ers in Patis, with stocks and bonds of 
American corporations: as collateral. 
The securities will be sent to the United 
States, it is understood. 


not yet obtainable here, for the reason 
that except for the terms on which the 
money is to be advanced, they depend 
on the French bankers. No word had 
come last night as to the sizé of the 
advance which would. be justified by 
the securities collected. ;The impression 
in the financial district was that at the 
outset it would be more than $50,000,000. 

However, the full amount of the loan 
will not be obtained at the start, and 
the ultimate total may run. to much 
larger figures. The transaction is to 
remain: open, and ‘it is believed that as 
additional American securities are 
tained by the Paris bankers they will 
be pledged to cover fresh borrowing.

Justice Lamars Views. 


Justice Lamar, after reciting the 
facts, said in his opinion: 

“The commodity clause of the Hep- |e 
burn act was intended to prevent rail- 
roads occupying the @ual and incon-
